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3. The Apoftle fude told the Godly in his time (in verfe3.) thar ic 
was needful to wiite unio them, and 10 exhert them to coztend earnefily 


for the faith that wax once delivered to the Saints, Which Faith, 


(inthe former part of the verfe ) is called the common Salvation, or, the 
common Faith, in Tiiws 1,4. todiftinguith it from chat unfound way of {al- 
vat-on which was taught by the falfe Apoftles + For they taught that the be- 
lieving Gentiles could not be faved*by Faith (in Chrift ) alone ; unlefs they 
did joyn thereunto the works ofthe Law, 4éis 15.1, &c. Butthe Apoftles did 
teach, that Faith in Chrift alene, without the works of the Law, wasthe only 


~ condit.en that God in his Coyenant of Grace did require to be performed on 


their part, for their peifect Juftication from fin tol fe; and thereupon the 
Apoftle doth’ exhoft them, to contend earneftly for this common Fath 
that was once delivered to (their Forefathers) the Saints. 


3. Other foundation can no man lay than that is laid, which ws Fifus Chi fy 


1 Cor.3.11, Butyet in v. 19, the Apoftle hath affixed this Caveat, I er every 
man. take beed bow be buildeth thereon , for eventhe Elect themfelves( through, 
Satans fubtilty and their own weaknefs) dv oftentimes build falfe Tenents up- 
on this Foundation. 

EP. Martyr faiths That true Doftrine is compared to moft noble and moft ex- 
cellent things (namely, to Gold, Silver,and precious Stones) And on the other 
fide (faith he) they that build Wood, Hay, and Straw, declare that Chrift 
who is the Foundation, ismorevor lefs disigured and dithonoured by ftrange 
Dodrines. . 

But I intreat the Reader toremember, that the Apoftle {peaks here of fuch 
Builders only, ashold firm to Chrift, the Foundation: And fo faith P. Mar- 
ty’, here only (inv. 12. ) is intreated of thofe Builders which have not for- 
faken the Foundation, though they build Wood, Hay, and Stubble , which 
are unfound Opin‘ons ; and faith he, in Com. pl. p.241. feeing Gold, Silver, 
precious Stones, Wood, Hay and Stubble are {poxen of by way of Allegory 5 
there is no doubt but that fire alfo ({poken of in v.13.) is to be underitood in 
the like allegorical fenfe, namely, for the trial of the true fenfe ofall Do- 
étrines by the blefled Scriptures rightly expounded : and therefore, faith he , 
it is not {uflicient that Doétrines fhould be tried by the Judgment of men, but 
by the fire and by the day-light of a divine examination, which isa clear be- 
holding, and a certaintrial , whereby at length the truth of DoGrines, and 
alfo the guilefulnefs of them is made known ; for it is the property of fire to 
make trial what is pure mettal, and what is Drofs: And ( faithhe ) from 
this fre no Builder is exempted, whether he hath builded well or ill; all muft 
be proved by the fame: Amd (faith he) thole things which are corruptly 
taught, cannot alwaies be hidden, for flere 1 xo bing -bidden that {hall not be 
revealid, Mat.16.26. And although fuch Tenents as are corrupt, are not 
prefently made manifeft, yet as the Light of the day cometh on, they thall be 


made manifeft; and th’s (faith he) we may fee to be true by experience, be~- 


caufe many blefled Truths are now brought to light, that have lien hid for 
many years paft. 

The thing I aim ar, is this, That by Builders, Paid doth not mean fuch on-= 

ly as do build found Doétrines, but unfound Doétrines alfo upon Chrift the 

Feundation, 
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‘Foundation, and yet neverthelefs that they fhall befaved, becaufe they do 
in the main matter of Faith reft upon Chrift the Foundation ; and alfo be- 
caufe at length they thall, by the purifying fire, and by the day-light of Gods 

- Word, perceive, that their unfound Tenents are confuced and condemned ; or 
elfe in cafe they die before they difcern it, God will accept of their general, 
Repentance for all their ignorances, to the faving of their Souls ; and fo faith 
the Apoltle in wets. If any mais work C of building unfound-Tenents upon 
Chrift ) (hall be burn’, e flall fuffer lofs, but he bimfelf foall be faved, yet fo as 
by fire. : 

: 40 thefe confiderations, Ido mot think ic meetto thunder out the cen« 
fare ofdamnable Herefie upon Mr. Novos heterodoxal Tenents, as he doth 
upon my found Scripture Tenents (inp. 13. and in p. 267, and in other pla~ 
ces.) Though I could cite feveral Orthodox Authors that do1oundly and pe= 
remptor ly call his grand Tenent (of Chrilts futtering the Torments of hell ) 
Herefie. 2. Neither can I fromthe faid conliderations approve of the harth 
cenfures of fome godly Miniftersand others, that do reproach fuch as do hold 

~ fome unfound DeStrines with the odious name of Herefiz ; feeing many godly 

~ Martyrs have lived and died in feveral unfound Tenents ; for bere we hxew 
but in part, aod propheie but i2 part, 1 Cor. 13.951 3.and yet neverthelefs fuch 
are eternally favedjbecaufe they do by Faith build their falvation upon Chrift 
~ the Foundation : We ought therefore to have two eyes in our head, to con- 
fider not only what is to be defired touching Uniformity in the feveral 

Points of Faith, but alfo what is attainable in relation to mifled’ Chriftians ; 

fecing there have ever been , and ever will be differences in Judgment be- 

tween the godly in feveral Particulars 5 as for example ; 

1. When Chrifttold his Difciples, that he muft goto Ferufalem, and fuf- 
fer many things of the Scribesand Elders, and that he mutt be pur to death, 
Mat.16.210. Petey did thenhold a contrary Opinion tothis fundamental 
Truth, and from his erroneous Judgment he rebuked Chrift; and f{aid, Be it 
far from thee Lord, this fhall not be wato thee: But in cafe Peter had but rightly 
underftood the true fenfe and meaning of Gods declared Combat of Chrifts 
fufferings in Gen. 3.15. or in Pfal.z2. or in Ifa. 53. (as Simeon did in Lute 
2.34.35.) he would not have oppofed, but wouldhave much approved of this 
pblefled Truth which Chrift propounded to them: But it feemeth that Peter 
did not underftand the true fenfe of the faid placess to {peak of the Sufferings 
and of the death of Chrift from the Devils potent Seed; and yet Chrift did 
not call his fundamental Errour a Damnable Herefie, nor yet give him any 
{uch like odious term. 

2. The Apoftles in general held that their expected Meffizs fhould fit upon 
the Throne of David, and reign as a ftately conquering King over the whole 
world, andinthe confident expectation thereof, the Mother of Fames and 

oba defired this Favour of Chrift, chat the one mightlitathis right hand , 

and the other at his left in his Kingdom, Mat20.20. But Fefus aifwered and 

faid, inv.22. Ye kiow not what ye ask 5 you thew your felves to be ignorant 
of the true nature of my Kingly Reign : his Reproof was folid and gentle 3 he 

did not reproach this corrupt Tenent of theirs with the odious name of dam- 

able herefie; butin v.25. he faid thus tochem, The Princes of the Genti of 
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do exevcife Lordly dominio: over their people, but it foall not be fo among you; 


but whofoever veill be great in efteem amongft you, let him get it by his dili- 
gent and painful Service: and Chrift did not only once, but often reprove 
them for this unfound opinion, and yet they were fo blinded w'th thiserrour, 
that they perfifted in it, notonly until his death, but alfo after his Refurre= 
ction, Lwke24.21. yea even until the time of his Afcention ; for then they 
faid unto him, Lord wilt thou at this time restore again the Kingdom to I rael ? 
Ads 1.6. ! | : 

3. Prefently after the dayes of the Apoftles, there were fo many Errours 
broached, that Iveaeys , one of the anc:ent Fathers did write a Book againft 
the feveral Herefies of thofetimes, and yet himfelf was much miftaken in 
fome of his Cenfures ; for he doch cenfure fome Orthodox Truths to be Heree 
fie, asit is noted by Mr. otto’, in his Epiftle de Reconciliatioze, and asit is 
alfo noted by P. Martyr, in Com. pl. p.3r3.Ivereus Cfaithhe) faid, that ir is 


‘the part of Hereticks to perfwade themfelves that immediatly after death the 


Soul doth pafs into the Heavens tohim that ruleth all things, and are carri« 
ed tothe fight ef the Father without waiting for the Refurreétion of the dead, 
Cand it feems to me that Mr. Calvia was infected with this unfound Tenent 
of Irenaeus 5 for imhis Inf, 1.3.¢.25. Scét. 6.and in Gea, 6.24. in his Anfwer 
to the firft Ob jeCtion, he faith, that when Evoch was taken away, he was not 
received into celeftial Glory, but only loofed from the miferies of this prefenc 
life ) and Ireveus doth not only cenfure the faid orthodox Truth for a herefie, 
but he doth alfo call thena Hereticks that hold it ; whilft himfelf was guilty of 
that grofs crrour of the fleeping of Souls until the Day of Judgment; which 
errour, with fome other errours of his, are well confuted by the peor mans Li- 
brary, part 3. fol.68. and it is worthy of all obfervation, that it doth often fall 
eur, that fuch as are infeéted with great Errours ( which intheir deceived 
Judgment they chink to be true) do count fuch as hold the contrary Truth to 
be peftilent Hereticks or Seétaries, 

4. lenevs ( and feveral others of the ancient Divines held two forts of in- 
fernal places ; intothe uppermoft of which they held thatthe Souls of the 
Saints did go, and fhould there abide until the time of the Refurreftion, and 
that after that, theyfhould come tothe fight of God; this is obferved by 


P. Martyr, in Com. pl.p.374.and in 9.243. he affrmeth alfo that the greateit 


part of the ancient Divines were enclined to this Opinion, and that there is a 
Purgatory. 


5. leneus held another grofleerrour, namely that Faith fhall continue in 


Heaven, and in/?b. 5, that Faith and hope do remain. after this life; thisis 


alfo noted out of him by Carlile, 
6. He held another great errour, namely, that Chrift lived upon earth 
until near 50 years ; this is alfo noted by the poor wavs Library, fol. 124. 
7.P. Martyr faith, thatin ancient time there have been many Chriftians 
which have thought thatthe ( terreftrial) creatures thould remain after the 
coming of the Lord, and that they (hall ferve for fome ufe unto the Ele& ; and 
that when Chrift thall return, there fhall only be the RefurreGtion of the 


‘godly, which they call the firft Refurreftion ; between the which, and the 


latter Refurredtion, when the wicked fhall be raifed,there thal] be the {pace of 
. . Cay 
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| atheufand years; and that during this time, Chrift thall wholly reign in 
this world together with the Saints, andthat in all this fpace the Devil thal} 
be bound, asit is defcribed in Apoc, 20. 3, &c. And this opinion € faith he ) 
was received not only of the common fort, buteven of the principal and imeft 
eminent in the Church; and this Opinion for the fubftance of it, is held by 
many godly perfons even to this day. 3 

The Tenent, though I conceive it is a great Errour, yet I donot like that 
_P. Martyr and others fhould cenfure fuch to be Hereticks, that holdit, as he 
doth, in com. pl. part 4. p.51. and in other places, feeing it is found by expe- 
rience that many godly perfons do hold it ; though I do alfo perceive that 
they are not uniform in that Opinion, but do difter from one another in cer- 
tain particulars, as they did alfo in ancient time : For itis obferved by 7 nes, 
in his Annet. on the City of God, l.z0.¢.7. that all Seats did not agree in one, 
as touching this 1000 years, but each one taught that which (eemed likelieft 
tohimfelf, and no wonder ( faith he) in fo vain a fiction. 

8. Though Cyprian died a godly Martyr, yethe alfoheld many grofs Er- 
tours: For, 1. He held the Doftrine of Rebaptizing, and which is worfe, he 
held free-will to good ; and alfothat Penance made fatisfation to God for 
fin; for he faith in one of his Sermons, that the Lord muft be appeafed and 
pacified through our fatisfaction,namely,by open Confeffion and Repentance; 
and he alfo held that there is no hope of pardon left him that doth offend after 
he hath once known God ; and yet he doth alfo profefs, that he would not 

bear malice againft any man that wasof another Judgment. This was a brave 
‘Refolution inhim, and I heartily with that this Chriftian Re {olution might 
find the like ready entertainment in the minds of all godly Minifters and other 
Chriftians. 3 
9. Epiphamins wrote a Book againft 80 Herefies (it feems the world did 
{warm with more Herefies then, than now, in our dayes ) and he endeavour- 
ed to confute and refell thofe Herefies ; and yet himfelf was much addi@ed to 
fone fuperftitious traditions ; for he affirmed that it was a Conttitution of the 
Apofties alwaies.to faft, Pentecoft only excepted , and that fix dayes before 
Eafter, men fhould eat noother thing than Bread, Salt and Water, ¢>c. 
10. Several others of the ancient Divines did alfo write againft the Ere 
rours of their times, and yet themfelves did alfo hold fundry Errours : But 
for brevities fake I will omitthem, and come to Luthers dayes : for he faith 
inhis Preface tothe Galatians, 1 havebeen now in the Miniftry of Chrift, ° 
about 20 years, and I can truly witnefs that I have been aflaled with more 
than 20 Sects; but becaufe he doth not name them, I cannot Judge of them; 
and therefore I dare not believe that all thofe 20 Se&ts were. damnable Here- 
"ticks, nor yet that all their Tenents were’ herefies 3 neither yet was Luther 
himfelf free from fome grofs Errours ; for he held a kind of perfonal union 
between Chrift and the godly, and from that Union he made Chrift to be 
Guilty of all the fins of the godly ; and upon that erroneous Foundation he 
makes Chrift to be the greateft finner in the world, as Ihave fhewed itmore 
at large in this Book; and 1 believethat none are free from fome grofle Ere 
Tour or other that are moft fevere in cenfuring the Errours of others, 
11, I find in the Book of Martyrs and in other Church-Hiftories, that di- 
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vers Martyrs have died not only in different, but alfo in. contradictory Opini=. 


‘ons, Dr, Barzes the Martyr held againft the Morality of the Lords Day, he 


held that every day ought to. be asa Sabbath to Chriftians (contrary toather | 
Martyrs ) and good Calviz was not far off from that bad opinion. 2. Others 
of the Martyrs held againft Infant-Saptifm, contrary to others; and other 
unfound Tenents were held by others, asthe Articles that are recorded againtt. 
them, and their Anfwers thereunto do witnels ; and yet thefe Martyrs were 
everlaftingly faved, becaufe they believed. in Chrift che Foundation of their 
Salvation : Therefore it can. be nolefs than avery unchriftian cenfure ro call 
fuch as do now hold the fame or the like differing Tenents. damnable Here~ 
ticks, or to.call thofe Tenents Herefie ; 1 rather think thar fuch harfhcen- 
furers (hould account it their. happinefs if they could attain, to fuck a lively 
and operative Faith as many of them have attained to. eis. et 
12. When Jerom of Piague was accufed of many herefies by the-Council, 

of Coufiance, he pleaded, that many times the moft learned and wifeft men in. 
the world, in matter of Faith were ofdivers opinions, not, faid he, toover- 
throw the Faith, butte find out the Truth: And, faithhe, Astin and Ferom 
diffented, and contradifted each other in divers things without any fufpition 
of herefie: and I do alfo find that although Avia diffented from Ferom, yet 
he was united to him in bretherly and in Chriftian affe@ions ; for he faith 
thus unto Zerom, in Epift.19. L reckon, my Brother that you would nothave 
us read your Books as if they were written'by the Apoftles and Prophets. 

Thefe things confidered, I cannot but wonder at the fharp cenfures of fome 
godly ones againtt ethers that differ in fome Particulars from them, feeing 
they are builders tegether with us by faith on Chrift the foundation of their 
and our falvation. I think it isan unchriftian behaviour to be fo violently. 
tran{porced with paffion as fome are ar fuch differences, as if fome new and 
ftrange thing had befallen unto this generat-on that never did befal any other. 
generation before this; fecing 1 have made it evident that ic hath ever been, 
and ever will be the condition of che Church: here-in. this world to,have fuch. 
as will differ from ethers in fome point of Faith or other, | 

13. The Apoftle doth tell us that there muft be alfo Herefies Cor rather. 
Se&s ) among you, that they which are appreved may be made manfeft among 
you, 1 Cor. 1.t9. namely,thar their Graces (and not their harth cenfures) 
may be made manifeft by trial from others Exxours. 
_ 44, The perfons of the godly ought tobe loved, though their Errours 
ought to be wifely confuted 3 bur yer 1 fee chat many times Chriftian Love to. 
fuch perfons , is excreamly eclipfed , through their deteftation of their Er-. 
rours : J confefs that bofom Love- cannet be well fhewed to fuch.as are of an 
oppofite Judgment ; yet fuch a degree of Love muft rule over difpleafed paf-. 
fions, as may evidence that we are the children ef God by extending fome af~ 
fections of Love to all fuch as.are begotten of God to believe in-Chrift, M.Ca- 
pel faithen Tentatiens, part 4. p.r8. That Chriftians may be faid to love all 
erue Chriftians, albeit they do.not only forfake fome particular Chriftians 


_ for atime, but ina fit perfecute them too ; and, faith he, two particular Con- 


gregations may {eparate each from other, and refufe-Communien one with a= 
mother, and yet be both the Churches of Chrift :So I have: read, and hold 
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it ro be true, that in the ancient Church there fell’ out bitter Conflifts, be. 
“ewixt Chryfoftom, Theophilus, Alexaadrinus, and 'Epipbaniws, and yet no wife 
man dare queftion, but that they were all tour the moft excellent fei vants of 
God ; and ffaith he) one’ would think the Prifonthould reconcde all betwixt 
“good men; yet we read that one M:letins and Petr Bithop of dlexandria, be~ 
omgin the fame prifon for the fame caufe, upon’ a flight and light matter felf 
‘into fuch a fit, that they refufed to he!d-commun‘on one with another, and yet 
“both very good men, and both futfered Martyrdom for the Chruftian Eaith ; 
“but yet 1 fay alfo that the Devil laughes in his fleeve when hé can preva.l fo 
‘far, as to make {uch diftances of Affection between the godly ; and therefore 
it isto belamented that {uch diftances are {a much cherithed and praci.fed by 
‘fuch as profefs the fame Faith in Chr:ft for falvation. Ss

ftood by many that do commonly ufe it (ast ought to.be) in deteftation of 
many errours; Mr. Gataker dtfers from mot in his critical Ob{ervations. 

2. Dr. Ailey faith in his poor mans Library, fol.16. that the Schoolmen call 
him an Heretick which doth infticute dr make, or follow any new Sect againt 
the Foundation of Religion. And fay they, three things do alwaies c neur 

‘and meet together in Herefie. 1, Paife Belief, 2. Perverfe Will: and 3. O>- 
ftinacy.

this fence doth the context direct us to underftand this reigning puwer of righ- 
teoufnefs through grace,from ver/-1 5.16. namely, of the free gift Cof Gods for- 
givenefs) of many offences to juftification ; and this juftification from fin is alfo_. 
called the juftification of life, in ver/-18. asitis alfoin Rom.6.23. 

Mr. Woodbridge faith, that in juftification there is a right given to deliver- 
ance from punifhment, (which is the terminus a que) in which refpet (faith 
he) itiscalled pardon and non-impntation of fin ; of which the Apoftle gives 
an inftance out of David, in Rom. 4.6,7,8. anda right to the more pofitive 
bleflings of heavenly and eternal life by the promife, (which is the terminus ad 
quem) in which refpectit is called juftification of life, Rom.5.18, And faith he 
in pag.475. juftfication or pardon of fin is the principal bleffing included in 
the life promifed in Zohn 6.5155253554-andin Mat.26.28. Erge,faith he,re- 


- mniffion of fins is that life which the Heth and blood of Chrift gives to the world. 


From the premifes then I conclude, that neither of thefe two Scriptures de 
prove that God did threaten the three faid diftin@ kindes and forts of death 
inthe Covenant of nature, to all Adams natural pofterity alike ; as Mr. Novton 
doth moft erroneoufly make them to fpeak. 

2. Mr. Noxtox deth deny the commination of death in Gen.2.17. to be 
particular cencerning fome kinde of death ; and affirms it to be equi- 
valent to an un.verfal comprehending all kinds of death,

tx. A Pricein general, is any kind of thing that is given by one party and 
ei taken of another party by a mutual contrad, forthe purchafing of 
} any defireable thing : and therefore that nothing in the world, though 
J-never fo precious in it felf, can be truly called a price, for the purchafing of 
any thing, untill ic be made a price by a mutual contradt : fo then, the ef- 
fence ofa price is a mutual contrac. 
3 2. That which is made a price by a mutual contra, may be ranked, ei- 
V ther into fuch things which are feperable from the buyers perfon, as mo- 
J ney or moveable goods are, or into fuch thingsas cannot be feperated
